with the punches 




Former pro boxer Clinton McKenzie knows 
how to stay fast on his feet. Here, he talks 
to Flemmich Webb about his career, his new 
book. Boxing Fitness, and the 2012 Games

I t's not often boxers admit to having felt 
in awe of their opponent before they 
entered the ring, but then ex British and 
European light welterweight champion 
Clinton McKenzie retired long enough ago 
not to worry any more what people think. 

The opponent was Sugar Ray Leonard, 
the gold medal favourite at the 1976 
Montreal Olympics. McKenzie had won his 
first two bouts, and had been drawn against 
Sugar Ray in the quarterfinals. "I remember 
walking out, and seeing him shuffling, giving 
it all that," he says. "I looked over and 
thought, 'Flipping hell!' He was so fast, 
throwing these combinations; I've never 
seen speed like that before." 

Sugar Ray won the fight but McKenzie 
"rose to the occasion" and made it a 
contest. "It was an honour to fight him," 
says McKenzie, visibly animated by 
the memory. 

We are sitting in his boxing gym in 
Tulse Hill, the thwack, thwack, thwack, 


of somebody working the punchbags 
competing with the music blaring out from 
the stereo. Boxing photographs adorn the 
walls, and light streams in through large 
windows across the blue canvas of an empty 
boxing ring. 

"I'm getting excited about London 
2012," he says, "Being part of the team 
in 1976 means the Olympics will always have 
a place in my heart. It lifts the nation." 

With us is Hilary Lissenden, co-writer of 
McKenzie's new book, Boxing Fitness, which 
breaks down his unique training methods 
into a clear, easy-to-follow guide for 
everyone from children aged 11-plus 
to adults, from beginners to the more 
experienced. "You don't have to be a boxer 
to use the book though," says Hilary, who 
says their oldest client is 80 years old. 

The book covers the rules of the sport, 
facts, Clinton's training techniques and a 
range of exercises you can do anywhere 
- at work, in the park or at the gym.

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"The good thing about boxing fitness is 
that you can mix it up, which keeps it 
interesting," says McKenzie, who admits 
to being "very proud" of the book. 

Boxing has been in his blood since he 
was young. The oldest of seven children, 
Clinton and his family came to the UK in 
the 1960s from Jamaica and settled in 
Norwood. Some of his earliest memories are 
of watching bouts on TV with his "boxing 
mad" dad, and brothers. Like many others, 
he was inspired by Cassius Clay (Muhammad 
Ali). "I remember seeing him on TV and 
thinking, 'Wow I want to be like him.' 

That changed my life." 

He started boxing aged 11, and went 
on to become the British amateur 
champion, culminating in his Olympic bout 
against Sugar Ray. His pro career, which 
began in 1976, was similarly distinguished, 
becoming British and European light 
welterweight champion, though he never 
secured a world title fight. 


Hilary Lissenden's boxing fitness tips 

Incorporating boxing techniques into your fitness routine 
is simple. All you need is a way of timing yourself, a towel 
and some water - hydration is very important! 

•Warm-up (3-5 mins): Jog on the spot, punching your arms out one at a time in front 
of you, like you’re fighting an imaginary opponent. Do the same above your head, 
down by your sides, out left and right. Keep going and mix it up. Then stretch. 

•The punches: Take up the boxer’s stance (pictured below middle) and practise 
straight punches. Jab with your front hand, punching out at shoulder level (below 
right), then throw a cross with your other hand, punching across your body at your 
imaginary target (below left). 



•Shadow boxing: Once you’ve mastered the punches, repeat in any combination. If 
you’re just starting out, do this for 30 seconds, followed by 30 seconds of rest. Do this 
six times, varying your work (singles jabs, jab followed by cross, double jab). As you 
get fitter, you can punch for longer and/or give yourself less rest to ‘up the ante’. 



Then in 1989 came the moment all 
sportspeople dread: retirement. 

"It was very depressing; I thought my 
whole world had collapsed," he recalls. 

"I lay there in bed the next day thinking, 
'What do I do now?' Initially, he frittered his 
hard-fought for money on a succession of 
failed businesses run by managers who took 
advantage of him. There followed three 
years of going "off the rails". 

"I put on a bit of weight, felt sorry for 
myself and started drinking. One day, 

I woke up and thought I definitely needed 
to do something about it." 

So he did. In 1994, he set up a boxing 
fitness centre above the Half Moon pub in 
Herne Hill, where he first met Hilary, when 
she walked in to the gym to do some 
training. In 2008, a dispute with the landlord 
forced him to move his current location. 

"Boxing does a lot of things: it improves 
self esteem; it's a great education of one's 
mind and body and it helps you to 


understand other people's ways of thinking. 
I've seen people become more confident, 
seen bullies become milder." 

At this point, McKenzie pulls out a letter 
from a young girl thanking him for helping 
her to get her life back on track. He's as 
proud as punch and it's clear he believes 
that boxing can really help transform 
people's lives. 

"I would like to see more money coming 
into boxing clubs like these," he says. 
"Boxing offers so much and helps kids learn 
to respect each another. That sort of 
element helps cut out the gang culture." 

McKenzie is as passionate outside the 
ring as he once was inside it, and I come 
away from our meeting a) hoping that the 
sporting legacy so often trumpeted by 
Olympic organisers as a justification for all 
the billions spent will include support for 
initiatives like his, and b) thinking I really 
ought to get fit. Rio Olympics 2016 here 
I come (veteran's class).

erne Hill photographer Max A Rush 
has always taken a sideways glance at 
landscape photography. Starting with 
the park on his doorstep, he graduated to 
large, sprawling open spaces, hunting for rich 
colour contrasts and rugged greenery. Rush 
caught Living South's attention last year with 
his lush photographs of Brockwell Park, 
creating a tapestry of colour in the coldest 
months of the year and waiting patiently for 
three tiered sunsets and early spring blooms.

Health notes 

In hope of tapping into hidden energy reserves so that she might tackle 2012 with more vigour, 
Victoria Purcell tries a combination of kinesiology and nutritional therapy at The Vale Practice 


Kinesiology with Nona Lawrence 

What is it? 

Channels of energy, called meridians, run through the body and 
can become blocked. Kinesiology detects and helps correct any 
blockages or imbalances through muscle testing. This tells a 
practitioner where in the body these problems are, which may relate 
to stress, nutrition or other factors, and how to correct them. 

What does it involve? 

First Nona will look over your health questionnaire (completed 
beforehand) to identify areas she might need to focus on. The 
search for sticking joints then begins and with a little pressure here 
and some back cracking there, that's soon solved. The next stage 
is the muscle testing: push against a light resistance and your 
muscle's response tells Nona whether or not your body requires 
some nutritional support. Once imbalances are detected, Nona sets 
about uncovering what the body needs by placing a vial containing 
a vitamin, mineral or fatty acid inside a magnet (to amplify the 
effects of the mineral) rested on your abdomen.

What is it? 

Nutritional therapy enables 
individuals to maximise their 
health potential by identifying 
problems caused by eating 
habits and lifestyle.

Missy Savvy on foods to get you fighting fit 


I f December is the month for turning 
a blind eye to that extra slice of pie 
and draining the Bristol Cream, then 
January is about embracing the healthy 
new you. 

So what foods can help us clamber 
back onto the wellbeing wagon? It is time 
to welcome the nutrient dense foods 
-superfoods are so 2011. These pack a 
powerful punch in terms of nutrition, are 
wonderfully cheap, can often be sourced 
locally and slot into our meals seamlessly. 


Think ACE 


A is for the allium family: onions, garlic, 
leeks and shallots. These are high in 
flavanoids for antioxidant, anti-allergy 
and anti-inflammatory properties, and 
allicin found in garlic helps keep our 
hearts healthy. They are also rich in 
sulphur for fabulous hair, skin and nails; 
vitamin C and chromium, which helps 
control blood sugar levels. 

C is for cruciferous veggies: broccoli, 
cabbage, Brussel sprouts and cauliflower. 
Ample in calcium, magnesium and the 
B vitamins, which all all essential for 
hormonal and bone health, they are 
also rich in vitamin C and high in fibre, 
so perfect for bowels that may have slowed 
down with all the festive fondant goo. 

E is for eggs - a force to be reckoned 
with. Their nutrient role-call includes the 
family of B vitamins, A, E and also D, so 
they are particularly good for the dark 
days of winter. They are also rich in 
calcium, iron, selenium and zinc. Lutein 


and carotenoids, which protect our eyes 
from macular degeneration, are also to 
be found in the humble egg, as is choline, 
an essential component of all cells. 

If you are thinking of a spot of vitamin 
pill-popping, the word on the health street 
is that 'green food' supplements are the 
best way of getting the full spectrum of 
nutrients. These include alfalfa, algae, 
barleygrass, wheatgrass and spirulina. 
Spirulina powder can be mixed with juice 
and is rich in protein, carotenoids, vitamins, 
minerals and essential fatty acids.

Curry minus the 
calorie-fest 


Indian food has a notorious reputation 
for being a calorific indulgence, but 
owner-chef Jay Chohan of The India

A lot of Indian restaurants tend to cook 
using a lot of oil and unnecessarily add 
considerable amounts of cream to 
dishes.

I learned to 
cook in Punjab, northern India, where 
traditional methods don't involve the 
use of oils and ingredients with a lot of 
calories. The India Gate's contemporary 
menu is composed of fusion dishes 
inspired by both Indian and Chinese 
cooking styles. Having also lived 
in Spain for three years, I use my 
experiences there to create an Indian 
tapas-style menu available on Saturday 
lunchtimes, cooked 'off the cuff' 
every Saturday morning using locally 
sourced ingredients.

Keston Kitchen's Rachael Penny whips up a hearty, 
healthy parsnip and ginger soup to start 2012 off 
on the right foot 



P ost Christmas, the wintry weather is showing 
no signs of letting up and you are probably 
feeling the after effects of too much 
Christmas feasting - on your pocket as well as your 
waistline. This parsnip and ginger soup recipe is 
simple and cheap to make, and most importantly, 
it provides a supper that is both hearty and 
healthy. A bowl of steaming hot soup is just the 
thing to warm you up on a dark January evening, 
and that ginger gives it an added kick that feels as 
though it will banish any hint of a cough or sneeze. 

Ingredients (serves 3-4) 

• Glug of oil olive 
• Chunk of butter (about 1 tbsp) 

• 2 small onions, finely chopped 

• 2 cloves of garlic, crushed 

•1-2 inch piece of fresh root ginger, peeled 

and finely chopped (add more or less depending 

on how fiery you like it) 

• 1/2 tsp ground cumin 
• 1/4 tsp cayenne pepper 
• 6 parsnips (about 500g), peeled and cut into 
small chunks 

•600ml vegetable stock (add 3tsp Marigold 
Bouillon to boiling water or use homemade) 


• 200ml whole milk 

• Sea salt and freshly ground pepper 

• Coriander leaves and/or a drizzle of natural 
yogurt to garnish 

Method 

1. Heat the olive oil and butter in a large sauce 
pan and cook the onion for about 10 minutes until 
soft and translucent, but not browned. Then add 
the garlic, fresh ginger, cumin and cayenne, stir in. 

2. Add the chopped parsnips to the pan before 
adding the hot vegetable stock, milk and a 
seasoning of salt and pepper. 

3. Once simmering, cover the pan with a lid but 
leave a small gap to stop the pot boiling over. 

4. After simmering for 20-30 minutes, use a hand 
blender to puree the soup in the pan, or allow it 
to cool a little and transfer it to a food processor 
until smooth. 

5. Heat the soup again before serving. 

6. Trickle some natural yogurt over each bowl full 
and add a few coriander leaves. 

7. Enjoy with a hunk of crusty bread on the side.

F eeling a little sluggish? Clothes a little tight? Perhaps you've 
developed an over-dependence on comfort food to get you 
through the hangover season?

And you don't have to deny yourself 
while you detox, because organic drinks and low alcohol wines 
are the new black. 

Let's kick start the cleansing with an organic bottle of cider from 
Westons. Their Wyld Wood Classic Cider (£1.99 for 500ml from 
Sainsbury's) comes from organic orchards and is matured in aged 
oak vats. Bursting with fruit and not too dry, it's a refreshing tipple 
to keep in the fridge 

If you feel the need for bubbles while worshipping the patron 
saint of 'clean as a whistle', try Terra Organica Prosecco from the 
hills of Northern Italy, created from grapes grown without weed 
killers, synthetic fertilisers or insecticides (£8.99 from Boss Man 
Wines). Swirl your glass to catch the pretty amber colour in the 
light. The taste is a positive cascade of fruit flavours - lemon, lime 
and apple - while maintaining a nice dry palette. Perfect as an 
aperitif or with the, um, carrot sticks (low in cals, high in goodness!). 

For something a bit different, how about some red bubbles to 
sip in front of the fire? Brown Brothers Cienna Rosso from Victoria, 
Australia, is only 7.5% alcohol (£7.49 from Waitrose). Full of 
raspberry and strawberry notes and rich and creamy, drink it after 
dinner or with pudding and enjoy a warm glow of smugness in the 
knowledge that it's low alcohol. 

Or, if pink is your thing 
(perhaps a new romance to 
celebrate after all those 
Xmas parties?), you can't go 
wrong with this perky 
Spanish Light (£4.99 from 
Waitrose), made with 
Garnacha Rose and only 
5.5% alcohol. A deep pink 
and full of cherry, raspberry 
and plum flavours, it's 
perfect for banishing those 
January blues.

I f you're looking to stimulate 
the kids' imaginations after 
a Christmas of iPads and 
Wii Sports, look to local children's 
writing group inkhead. 

A group of writers themselves, 
inkhead aims is to get youngsters 
writing fiction, and they're doing 
such a good job of it they have just 
published their first anthology of 
stories, To Inkfinity and Beyond. 

The book (so named because 
inkhead believes writing can take 
you anywhere), is a collection of 
winning and highly commended 
stories stories, written by children 
aged 7 to 16, and entered into 
inkhead's first international short 
story competition. The entries were 
judged by Amy Sackville, whose 
debut novel The Still Point, won 
the John Llewellyn Rhys prize 
for literature. 

"We were amazed at the quality 
and diversity of the stories sent in to 
us - many from children in south 
east London," says inkhead founder 
Louise Pearce. "Just before our 
deadline I had a dream that stories 
were flying through my letter box 


and that is exactly what happened. 

It was extraordinary. I read every 
entry and was uplifted by the sheer 
exuberance of all these children 
who obviously love writing." 

Louise set up inkhead in 2006, 
at first running writing workshops 
from her home in Sydenham. 

"I wanted to offer children what 
I had been given at Goldsmiths 
University where I did an MA in 
creative writing," she said. "Children 
can be shown how to create

characters, build up suspense, show 
rather than tell their reader what is 
going on. We never tell children 
that they can't write - we 
demonstrate ways of painting 
pictures and characters with words. 


It is up to them what they say." 

Now inkhead runs workshops at 
the Carnegie Library in Herne Hill 
and have had after-school clubs at 
Sydenham Junior High School for 
the last five years. Seven children 
who have been on their workshops 
have won writing competitions and 
expressed a desire to become 
authors. 

"One of the first girls who came 
to the workshops I ran from my 
house hated writing at first," Louise 
said. "But she was still coming back 
every Saturday five years later 
and had by then become very 
good. That proved to me that our 
methods work." 

inkhead's next competition, which 
closes on 1 April, will be judged by 
Christie Watson, whose debut novel, 
Tiny Sunbirds Far Away, has been 
nominated for a Costa Book Award.

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At The Villa School in Peckham, transforming a derelict 
Victorian building into a uniquely designed space for pupils 
presented an interesting architectural finds Catherine McCabe 


dina blocks 
of education 


We need to create a building that children will 
have memories of, and the way to do that is to 
create a quirky building, rather than just a big 
blank box for the classroom 


S tarting out with just six students when 
it opened in 1997, times have certainly 
changed for The Villa School and Nursery. 
Located on Lyndhurst Grove in Peckham, the 
Village school in London’ educates children aged 
two-and-a-half to seven. 

The school was founded by paediatrician 
Dr Ivan Stoyanov: “I restarted the school from 
scratch. I lived here to begin with, then slowly got 
pushed out,” he laughs. “Initially it was a nursery 
school, then in 2001 we extended it into a primary 
school by building up into the roof.” 

The building is now in the throes of expansion 
again, to include the old Merchants Villa that has 
stood derelict beside the school for over eight 
years. The development, set to open in September, 
coincides with the school’s 15th anniversary. 

Architect William Smalley has thrown himself 
into the project, developing a heartening 
relationship with the school: “Dr Ivan has been 
looking at this empty house for years saying, 

'We just need to knock the fence down and we’d 
have direct access to a huge garden and more 
space’.” Sadly, in recent years the site became 
a popular haunt for squatters, and so the front 
wall of the house is all that remains. 

Smalley is keen, however, to create a dialogue 
between the old and the new: “The building looks 
like a child’s drawing of a house, so we made the 
early decision to keep the front,” he says. 

The Villa’s approach to architecture for 
education is one that rejects garish primary colours 
and 'childlike’ design. Says Dr Ivan: “I find when 
people design for children they tend to overplay it, 


to make it a bit mad. But what is more important 
is calm, especially at this young age, in 
a child’s first alien experience outside the home.” 

Smalley concurs, and aims to create a bright, 
calming space, with a strong connection between 
inside and out: “The school building is very simple 
with a traditional slate roof leading down on to 
big glass doors. We’ve also created an external 
reading area at the back of the building, where 
the children can have lessons outside, under the 
shade of an apple tree. 

“When I think of my nursery, I have very clear 
memories of it,” continues Smalley. “You 
remember your peg, and the surface of the halls 
as you come in. We need to create a building 
that children will have memories of. The way to 
do that is to create a quirky building with lots 
of nooks and crannies built in.” 

As an independent school, with an ethos that is 
grounded in common sense, The Villa has a 
flexibility that allows the children to thrive: 

“We are not constrained by the National 
Curriculum,” says Gillian Quinn, head of 
pre-preparatory. “We don’t just fill children with 
facts - it’s about building a curious mind.” 


There is a keen focus on healthy, organic food, 
which is prepared on site, and regular physical 
activity. Open space at the back of the school 
will also include a garden for children to grow 
their own plants and vegetables. PE lessons are 
held in Warwick Gardens. 

This 'small school’ identity is one Dr Ivan 
hopes to sustain when the new development is 
completed: “It won’t be a case of throwing open 
the doors to 40 new children, it will be a very soft 
opening to let the children become settled.”

aving recently received our latest school 
inspection, one aspect of praise that stood 
out was the preparedness of our girls to 
take risks. It is a behaviour that can seem to run 
counter to today’s parental concerns but it is, in 
fact, vital to the intellectual and emotional 
development for girls today. It goes hand in hand 
with them learning to be resilient. For girls to 
take risks, they must also not be afraid to deal 
with failure. 

As an all-girls’ school, Sydenham High allows 
girls to express themselves unencumbered by gender 


stereotypes; but a positive attitude to risk and 
resilience goes further than this. It is also about how 
students are taught; it embeds thinking patterns 
and attitudes that stay with them for life. We create 
environments where girls are challenged to push the 
boundaries of their capabilities, to question and 
consider ways to address unfamiliar topics or 
situations whether it is marching across the Brecon 
Beacons on a Duke of Edinburgh’s expedition or 
considering the thermal properties of materials to 
design a jacket for Ben Fogle’s polar expedition. 

This is balanced by the support of both their 


teachers and their peers to encourage and support, 
but not necessarily by giving them the answers. 

This was demonstrated by a wry comment to the 
inspectors from one of our students, the inspector 
relayed it to me as evidence of our approach in 
action. The student said ‘it’s 
hard to get a straight answer to a question here; 
they always want you to work it out for yourself 
first’. Our school motto, Nyle ye Drede, translates 
literally as Fear Nothing, but today we also translate 
it as ‘Go For it.’ Both are attitudes that we should 
aim to instil in our girls every day.

Gardening author and presenter Matthew Wilson shirks the 
winter blues with a splash of seasonal colour in the garden 


J anuary. 
Winter's 
grip has 
tightened 
over our 
lifeless, 
frost-blasted 
gardens and 
lush greenery, 
and vibrant 
flowers are as distant a memory 
as glittery baubles on the Christmas 
tree. It's dull, it's grey, it's as 
monochromatic as the garden 
can be. Or is it? 

Look a little more closely and 
there is colour to be had; it may be 
far more subtle than at any other 
time of year, but it is no less 
welcome. The silvery white bark of 
birch trees is more noticeable than 
at any other time of year, nicely set 
off by the dark purple twigs and 
stems. Our native silver birch is 
lovely, but there are some excellent 
introductions and cultivars for the 
garden; the best known being the 
chalk-white stemmed Betula utilis 
var jacquemontii (horrible mouthful, 
lovely tree) which is surely one of 


the most dramatic trees in winter, 
especially planted in a grove as 
at the superb Winter Garden at 
Anglesey Abbey (pictured above). 

But as few London gardens have 
the space for a pair of trees, let 
alone a grove, another option 
to consider is planting a multi 
stemmed birch - where rather than 
a single trunk there are numerous 
stems growing from soil level. This 
really ramps up the stem-colour 
interest, and I'm about to plant a

multi-stemmed Betula albosinensis 
'Fascination' in my own garden. 

I actually prefer this tree to the 


pure white jacquemontii, as it has 
pinkish white bark that peels away 
in sheets like pages of an old 
manuscript. I'm going to plant it 
around 5m from the French doors 
to our dining room, so we can look 
through the stems and out into the 
garden beyond - all 20m of it. 

And while trees are, admittedly, 
something of a commitment and 
can be hard to accommodate in 
a really small garden, there are 
plenty of more compact plants 
with colourful bark and stems 
to illuminate the winter garden. 
Perhaps the best of these for 
London gardens are the dogwoods, 
such as the blood red Cornus alba 
'Sibirica' or purple black Cornus 
'Kesselringii'. Easy to grow and real 
stand-out winter shrubs, they look 
particularly dramatic partnered with 
contrasting coloured bulbs; yellow 
winter aconite for Sibirica and 
white snowdrops for Kesselringii.

The Eurozone debt crisis is increasing the 
pressure on mortgage rates. Lenders normally 
borrow money on the wholesale funding 
market and there is an increasing divergence 
in interest rates with the Bank of England 
base rate of 0.5%. However, rather than wait 
for the rates to rise, it is possible to "reserve" 
your mortgage rate in advance. Homeowners 
remortgaging are advised to think about 
remortgaging three to four months in advance. 
The period of the offer varies with different 
lenders. To reserve a rate, a non-refundable 
booking fee of between £100 and £250 is 
payable; there is sometimes flexibility in 
extending the deadline.
